As 
nearly all manufacturers have stopped 
work, and tlio great working population 
of New York is now idle, intense suffer¬ 
ing among this class must follow, unless 
the great hand of charity is immediate¬ 
ly reached out to help and to save.”

Purchasers of 

Building Material 


On Wednesday of last week a bill fix¬ 
ing the salary of members of Congress at 
$6,000 per annum and actual traveling 
expenses once each way, and the salary 
of the Speaker of the House and Vice- 
President at $8,000 and repealing all 
laws inconsistent therewith, was adopted 
after a long and* sharp debate.

Commissioner Douglass says, that the 
internal revenue receipts now average 
nearly as much as before the panic. 

The insurgents have had a success in 
Cuba, defeating a force of 500 Spaniards 
sent to destroy their stores. 

The Presbyterians have purchased a 
convent at Lisbon, Portugal, sold at pub¬ 
lic sale, and will hold services in it regu¬ 
larly! 

An exchange says that during the past 
year the Methodist Episcopal Church 
has grown $4,000,000 richer and gained 
over 5,000 members, making a total of 
1,464,027 members and probationers. 
The number of deaths during the year is 
18,900, which is unusually large. 

Advices from Washington state that 
satisfactory evidence has been furnished 
to the United States by Spain that the 
'Virginius, at the time of her capture, had 
no right to hoist the American flag ; that 
her papers were procured by perjury. It 
is said the salute to the flagon Christmas 
day will be dispensed with, but the gov¬ 
ernment will insist on a disclaimer from 
Spain of any intention of insult to the 
flag, in accordance with the terms of the 
protocol.

The S. N. Railroad Company did a 
wise thing when they secured the priv¬ 
ilege of drawing water from the premises 
of Judge Skinner to tlieir water tank at 
this station.

It is now a settled fact that this is the 
road for this town to do business ia tho 
south and west. The road is largely pa¬ 
tronized by through passengers from the 
north to tho west and from the west to 
north. It is to be hoped that the time 
is not fardistant when an express will be 
run between this place and Mexico, and 
that, too, on a paying and permanent 
basis.

rARISE. 


Last Wednesday evening Mr. George 
Bowen, of Syracuse, gave at our place 
one of the most interesting lectures 
on temperance we ever heard. For two 
hours he chained the audience, as it were, 
too their seats with his impressive delin¬ 
eations of the excellency of temperence 
and the 1 horrors of intemperance. He 
told us temperance was always new, like 
the sun, which rises in the Orient and 
sits in the Occident. He gave us a vivid 
description of cidor, especially sweet ci¬ 
der. Sweat cider, he remarked, was a 
filthy liquor, composed of a few good 
apples, a quantity of rotten apples, lots 
of worms, and other filth crushed to¬ 
gether and the juice expressed there¬ 
from; and this is the pleasant drink so 
many admire. Fermentation measurably 
expels the filth, but lo ! there comes 
forth in its stead the virus alcohol, ready 
to poison and mutilate the image of God. 
Mr. Bowen said it was parents that 
made drunkards by giving their children 
the light alcoholic drinks. Social parties 
likewise had much to answer for in swel¬ 
ling the ranks of drunkards. Parents 
and parties were the makers, and land¬ 
lords and druggists were the finishers of 
drunkards. Mr. .Bowen arraigned the 
two great political parties as being 
derelict to duty. The Republicans would 
do nothing for fear of losing the lager 
beer vote, and the Democrats would do 
nothing for fear of losing the whisky 
rote. Neither ®f tho parties can be 
trusted. According to the license laws 
of our State, the licensed liquor seller is 
deemed the most moral man we have 
among us—far above the minister or 
deacon or the huruble Christian. He 
understands ethics better than they. 
Way land is way in the background com¬ 
pared with him. Mr. Bowen considered 
it preposterous to put down the business 
of good moral men. The elevation of th® 
landlord’s moral character is a singular 
phenomenon in the business of dram 
selling. A great moral man doing vile 
business is one of the great consistencies 
or inconsistencies of thelicense law. And 
yet.here it is on our statute books, and 
the people have not the moral courage to 
wipe it out. At the close of the lecture 
Mr. Bowen gave us some of his experi¬ 
ence. The first temperance pledge he 
made was in a bar-room, in tho presence 
of one of the license law’s great moral 
men, with the glass filled with the 
“dark beverage of hell,” uplifted towards 
the orifice which had received so many 
of the devil’s potations before. He set 
down the filled glass, left the room, went 
home, and told his wife of his determin¬ 
ation. She did not believe him,though he 
was sober. Next morning he arose, went 
Mown tow n j m any asked lmn what was 
the matter. His reply was,‘net anything,^ 
| except to one persuii," will!) 
j more inquisitive than the rest; to him ho 
replied, he was sober. The disease of 
sobriety he had endured very pleasantly 
ever since, whilst many who had taken a 
similar pledge had got into entangling 
alliances with cider, had broken their 
pledge and gone back into the beggarly 
elements of intemperance. 

After the close of the lecture 25 per¬ 
sons, ’Squire Potter taking the lead, sign¬ 
ed the temperance pledge. So much for 
one evening’s work. On the first Wed¬ 
nesday evening in January, 1874, Rev. 
Silas Ball is to give us another temper¬ 
ance lecture. 

Our taxes are a trifle higher than last 
year. This is not owing to any tact or 
inattention on the part of our Supervisor, 
but to th© fact that our people had 
got tired of passing over rickety bridges 
and preferred substantial structures. The 
doctor likewise preferred to make and 
mend bridges rather than bones. Proba¬ 
bly bone-setting would to him be more 
profitable than bridge-making. Aside 
from bridge-making, our taxes would 
have b®en less than last year. 

Last Saturday afternoon we attended 
the Teachers’ Association at Central 
Square. The time was well spent. 
Prof. Chaffee’s writing speller was recom¬ 
mended to be used in the common school. 
We believe the idea is good one. They 
are cheap, only 50 cents a dozen, to be 
had of the Professor at Oswego.

“Monte Flat Pastoral,” which is quite 
equal to the best of his Overland stories ; 
Mr.Froude’s “Annals of an English Ab¬ 
bey,” Mr. C. D. Warner’s humorous crit¬ 
icism of “Mr- Froude’s ‘Progress,’ ” and 
Mrs. Rebecca Harding Davis’s story, 
“Earthem Pitchers.” Besides these the 
magazine contains a sketch accompanied 
by a portrait of Mr. Charles Dudley War¬ 
ner, by Colonel T. W. Higginson; a 
bright and readable story by Gail Ham¬ 
ilton entitled “Captain Milhaut ;’’ and 
poems by John Hay, R. H. Stoddard, 
Julia C. R. Dorr and John G. Saxe, Mr. 
Stoddard’s verses being among the most 
graceful and tender that he has written. 
Mr. Albert Rhodes's “Speech-making in 
Congress” deserves a word of praise, and 
Miss Adeline Trafton’a “Katherine 
Earle” is continued, though tho present 
instalment of the story is not particular¬ 
ly attractive. As will be seen, Scribner’s 
begins the new year bravely and with a 
strong corps of contributors.

A magazine so well written, well 
edited, and well illustrated deserves even 
more than the success which has thus far 
attended it.

vernation that goes on around them, and 
from which the deaf are entirely cut off. 

To put this in a clearer light let ub ob¬ 
serve that during the first months, often 
perhaps during the fiist two years of life, 
there is no manifest difference between 
the child born deaf and the child born 
with all its senses perfect. Both utter 
the same cries, when prompted by pain 
or hunger. Both for several months, at 
least,arc equally indifferentto sounds,and 
when they do begin to take notice of sounds, 
it is often difficult to judge whether the 
sounds were perceived or only the jar 
which accompanies many sounds. More¬ 
over, many of the deaf and dumb are only 
partially deaf, able to perceive noises 
while they cannot distinguish articulate 
words. It is not till the child reaches 
^the age at which children usually begin 
“to speak that the difference becomes 
manifest, and the parents know that 
Providence has sent them a deaf-mute 
child. 

The result of this discovery too eften 
is that the parents, forgetting that there 
are two languages, oue addressed to the 
ear and the other to the eye, sit down in 
despair, and abandon tbe mind of the 
deaf child to the solitary darkness of its 
prison-house of clay. Recalling the great 
gulf which after years of neglect sepa¬ 
rates the darkened mind of some deaf 
and dumb child they may have seenfronr 
the cultivated and enlarged minds of its 
brothers and sisters who hear, they fancy 
that this gulf is already opened between 
them and their deaf child. Lamentable 
mistake ! The gulf is scarcely opening, 
and now might easily be bridged over. 
Instead of abandoning the mind of the 
child, as too many do, to solitude and 
darkness, during tLose early years when 
the mind and heart are most plastic, a 
little persistent and enlightened effort in 
the right direction Would open to the deaf 
child home influences, if not the same, a 
parallel home education,^hichwouldmake 
him as docile, as intelligent, as happy in 
the society of those who understand him, 
as susceptible to moral restraint and re¬ 
ligious instruction as his brothers and 
sisters who hear. 

To the deaf-mute child who has been 
neglected in his early years, the whole 
world is bounded by the horizon that 
limits his own view, and the period of 
his own first recollections is to him the 
beginning of time. When lie comes face 
to face with death, it is with an awful 
dread, relieved by the hope of evading its 
power forever, not by any glimpse of a 
better life to como Wholly ignorant of 
a divine law, he may learn awkwardly 
to conform to the proprieties of life, but 
has no | inward voice to restrain him 
from secret sins. What a contrast to 
his hearing and speaking brother or sis¬ 
ter, whose mind has already learned to 
travel round the globe and away to the 
stars, to trace back the course of time to 
the creation, and to control his passions 
from the knowledge that such control 
promotes happiness in this life and in 
the next. 

But how is the deaf-mute child to be 
thus early educated ? The GOLDEN RULE 
is to make. their eyes supply the place of 
their ears. Learn or <levi.se signs by 
which you can communicate with your 
deaf chdfl, and more than half the talk 
is done. The child, with all the delight 
of a child in the power of prattling, will 
rapidly learn to converse by signs, and 
will soon teach its dialect by signs to all 
who will patiently attend to it. In this 
way faculties that would otherwise be 
frozen up, will bud and blossom beneath 
the sun of family affection and social en-

Early Home Education of Deaf-Mute 
Children. 


HY J. R. BURNET, M. A. 


For many centuries the deaf aud dumb 
have been, in a great measure, outcasts 
from society, hold incapable of disposing 
of their inherited estates, shut out of the 
pal e of the Christian church,with few excep¬ 
tions excluded from the bond of marriage; 
to many,objects of superstitious dread, as 
elfin changelings. Barely three centuries 
ago, a Spanish monk, Pedro Ponce, as¬ 
tonished the learned by first showing 
that the deaf and dumb were capable of 
instruction. Little more than a century 
ago De l’Epee, Heinicke and Braid wood 
led the way to the establishment of In¬ 
stitutions which have since multiplied in 
most Christian lands ; by means of which 
these unfortunate children, so - lately aban¬ 
doned to the darkness of ignoi’ance for¬ 
ever, heathens in the bosom of a Christ¬ 
ian community, are l’estored to the light 
of knowledge, to the social enjoyments, 
civil rights and religious hopes of their 
race. , 

Sixty years ago there were hardly a 
doze Institutions for the deaf and dumb 
in Europe and not one in this country. 
Now the number of these Institution in 
Europe is believed to exceed two hun¬ 
dred, while on this side of the Atlantic 
there ar* forty, and our American. Insti¬ 
tutions are in general larger and better 
endowed by the Legislatures than the 
European. The New York Institution, 
for instance, though two other schools 
for the deaf and dumb have within a few 
years shared the patronage of our great 
State,is still much the larges tin the wo rid. 
It inis trained for usefulness and hap¬ 
piness many hundred deaf-mutes. More 
than sixty of its graduates are or have 
been teachers in this or some kindred 
Institution. Hundreds of others are use¬ 
ful citizens, supporting their own fami¬ 
lies and bringing up their children well. 

The work so well begun by Laurent 
Clerc and Thomas H. Gallaudet, so well 
continued by Harvey P. Peet, Lewis 
Weld, J. A. Jacobs, A. B. Hutton, Hv 
N. Hubbell, J osiah A- Gary, Collins. Stone, 
and othei's, who have gone to their 

nrn’Tnij 1 I'll II III li. in nil 11 i ... 

by I. L. Peet, E. M. and Thomas Gallau- 
det, and many others. While we cannot 
affirm that our methods of instruction 
need no further improvement, we have the 
satisfaction of knowing that our .Ameri¬ 
can schools can well challenge a compar¬ 
ison of results with the European, and 
that the New York Institution, in which 
we are most interested, has produced a 
greater number of well-educated deaf- 
mute pupils than any other. It has also 
furnished elementary books and teachers 
to a large part of the other American 
Institutions. 

Leaving to othei's the question how 
far the system of instruction followed in 
ourlnstitutlonsiscapableof improvement, 
and what improvements may be desira¬ 
ble, the question we propose in this series 
of articles to discuss, is the means by 
which tbe parents and friends, more es¬ 
pecially the mother and sisters of a deaf- 
mute child may begin its education at 
home. » 

There is on an average about one deaf- 
mute in every eighteen hundred souls ; 
some estimate one in fifteen hundred. 
While the last census returned a little 
over sixteen thousand deaf-mutes in the 
United States, so many errors and omis¬ 
sions have been shown as to make it 
probable that the true number exceeds 
twenty thousand. In Europe there are 
about two hundred thousand, and in the 
whole world probably from half a mil¬ 
lion. to three-quarters of a million of 
deaf-mutes. Of these in this country 
about half were born deaf and dumb, 
half lost their heaving in infancy or 
childhood. A portion of the latter hav-. 
ing learned to talk pleasantly, and in 
many cases to read before they became 
deaf, belong to the class known as semi- 
mutes. These we will treat of hereafter. 
Our first attention is due to those unfor¬ 
tunate children who were deaf either 
from birth or from such an early age that 
they never acquired any useful knowledge 
of spoken language.

of Providence, 
usually appear isolated in families sev¬ 
eral miles apart, and each having no ae- 
quaintance with other families similarly 
afflicted. Many families have two or 
more deaf-mute children, While others 
havo but one ; but far the greater 'num¬ 
ber of such families have had no previous 
experience in the training of deaf-mute 
children, and these unfortunate children 
find themselves surrounded by a wall of 
ignorance and prejudice. 

Hence it is that in too many cases the 
parents and relatives of a deaf child are 
unable to begin its education ; unable 
even to communicate with it beyond a 
few rude signs which necessity has taught 
the child, in order to make known its 
material wants. And to this fact it is 
in a great measure to be ascribed that so 
many deaf-mutes fail to attain as good an 
education as their brothers and sisters 
who hear. For the first ten or twelve 
years they are kept in mental and inoral 
darkness and isolation; and then the 
teacher is expected, during the term al¬ 
lowed by the State, which is often mate¬ 
rially shortened by the impatience of the 
parents of th# deaf-mutes themselves, to 
teach them not only all that their broth¬ 
ers and sisters who hear, learn at school 
and from books, but also that incalcuable 
mass of knowledge which in the case of 
children who hear, accumulates in th#

against, causing enmity or hard feelings 
unnecessarially among those formerly 
upon the most intimate terms of friend¬ 
ship. Now I would sav to deaf-mutes or 
speaking people, would it not be far more 
pleasant to themselves and to all others,if 
they would find some other subject for 
their thoughts and conversation. Certain¬ 
ly,! think there are many which could be 
made agreeable and instructive; war, 
politics religion, in fact, anything but 
finding fault with the sayings and doings 
of others. 

We are well aware that there are many 
faults in all our lives, but it is far better 
to speak of only our good than bad qual¬ 
ities.
